original commission. During the past 


eight years the commission plan has been 


in operation, but the present highly suc- 
cessful form only two of those years. 

‘The first six years the city was under 
a dual system, comprising an_ elective 
city council chosen by the people, 
two appointive commissioners acting 
with an elective mayor. ‘The commis- 
sioners received their appointments from 
the Governor of the state from among 
the citizens of the city, and the commis- 
Kion, with the mayor acting as chairman, 
exercised the veto power upon such pro- 
ceedings of the city council as failed to 
meet their approval. 

While it is asserted that this system 
brought about a betterment in the munic- 
ipal administration, over the workings 
of the old ward aldermanic system, it 
acquired a degree of unpopularity with 
the people on account ot the appointment 
of the commission being in the hands of 
the state Governor, not directly responsi- 
ble to the voters of Dallas and to them 
alone. This, not being strictly in accord 
with the theory of self-government, was 
used by the opponents of the commission 
plan to create political capital. The re- 
sult, however, was not a return to the old 
aldermanic system. 

A new system was adopted by popular 
vote in April, 1906. The Legislature that 
assembled in Austin in January, 1907, 
approved a city charter practically as 
was framed by a city convention of 
delegates elected by the people, the in- 
strument having been reviewed later by 


' various civie bodies and revised by the 


complex city vovernment then existing. 

This new charter practically adopted, 
with certain simplifying modifications, 
the old New England form of town gov- 
ernment by a board of selectmen. In 
May, 1907, the new government went into 
effect with the election,of a mayor and 
four commissioners, voted for in the city 
at large, there being no wards or other 
subdivisions of the civic body. 

In the hands of these five men is 
vested the government of the city. Their 
powers embrace practically the legis- 
lative, executive and judicial functions. 
The commissioners make and administer 
the city ordinances, try all cases of 
charges against policemen, foremen and 
other minor city employees; they =p- 
point the heads of city administrative 
departments, such as judge, -ttorney, 
treasurer, assessor and collector of taxes, 
secretary, fire and police chiefs, park and 
other }.irds, and a score or more of 
other officials. 

By a spécial provision of the charter 
the appointing of the city auditor, who 
inves and reports upon their ad- 
ministration of the city’s finances, is out 
of their power. He is elected annually 
by the presidents of the banks located in 
and doing business in the city. 

One difference between the powers of 
this commission and a New England 
board of selectmen is that, in Massachu- 
‘setts at least, a separate board of as- 
sessors must be elected by the voters. 
They may be the same men as the select- 
‘men, but they must be separately elected 
as assessors. This commission haw the 
power to appoint the city assessors and 
_collector.

in 1910 matter held that ‘“‘the appointment of a 
national monetary ComMNiission by the pres- 


ent [last] Congress, which will impartially 

investigate all proposed methods, insures the 
early realization of this purpose.” To this was added: “The 
present currency laws have fully justified their adoption, but an 
expanding conmnerce, a marvelous growth in wealth and population, 
multiplying the centers of distribution, increasing the demand for 
the movement-of crops in the West and South, and entailing periodic 
changes in monetary conditions, disclose the need of a more elastic 
and adaptable svstem.” 

President Taft during the campaign committed himself to cur- 
rency reform. Senator Aldrich, who is chairman of the monetary 
comnussion, is deeply interested in the carrying out of the reforms 
which all students of the currency believe to be absolutely necessary 
to the future welfare of the country. Were it not for the urgency 
of the tariff question, the currency question would already have 


taken, the foremost place in the legislation of the day. It is as well, 
however, that the tanff discussion came first. It has educated not 
only members of Congress and of the monetary commission, but the 
public, along lines that will be useful to the carrying out of currency 
legislation as well as to an intelligent understanding of it. 

It now seems quite probable that a special session of Congress 
will be called in October, 1910, to take action on the report of the 
national monetary commussion. Intormal steps have already. been 
taken in this direction. Mr. Aldrich, for example, is preparing to 
talk to the bankers of the country on the recommendations of the 
commission. Moreover, the public is to be taught. in a thorough 
manner, What currency reform means, for it is well understood by 
Mr. Aldrich and his associates that unless popular opinion be won 
over to the movement nothing can be accomplished. 

Long betore Congress 1s called to assemble in special session 
the educational campaign will be inaugurated. It. will certainly 
be enlightening, for some of the ablest financiers in the world will 
engage in it; and not the least of the manv good results that it is 
hoped will grow out of it will be the founding of a banking system 
that will make financial panics such as we have had in the past 
umpossible. 
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OKLAHOMA lawmakers have been subjected 
ot late to much unfavorable criticism. and 
they have received credit for the inaugura- 


tion of many reforms. It is difficult at 
in Court present to say whether the good things done 
by them offset their mistakes, but a great 
deal can be forgiven a body of citizens 
whose intentions have been manifestly sound. 
and who have bestowed upon the world the 
| doctrine of harmless error. Speaking of 
this doctrine, Judge Furman of the supreme court of Oklahoma 
recently said: 

The enforcement of the doctrine of harmless error in Oklahoma will 
greatly improve the character of our criminal trials. Lawyers will be 
compelled to try their cases upon their actual merits, and will cease de- 
voting so much time in attempting to force technical errors into the ree- 
ord... . The reversals of the just convictions of the guilty upon merely 
technical questions is the prime cause of the want of confidence in the 


Procedure 


courts. The want of confidence often results in mob violence on the part 
of a long-suffering and outraged public. 
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lt is hardly necessary to call attention to the truth of Judge 
Furman’s concluding words. Popular opinion everywhere has long 
been indignantly arrayed against the purely technical decisions 
of the courts. The Oklahoma doctrine of harmless error is defined 
as holding that the courts should not reverse judgment of convic- 
tion and grant a new trial to a defendant in a criminal prosecution 
because of errors in the trial court that did not impair the sub- 
stantial rights of the defendant. 

It might be added, however, that this doctrine is intended to 
prevent the defeat of justice, as often has been the case. upon 
grounds so trivial that the law-abiding citizen has been led to 
question the soundness of our institutions, and, not infrequently, to 
resort to measures that even the most desperate conditions could not 
justify. 

Irrors in criminal court procedr-« that do not touch upon 
the merits of the case, that do not harm the defendant, that can- 
not imjure im any way the cause of justice, are no longer given 
consideration in the Oklahoma court of appeals. Nobody can be 
injured by the enforcement of the new doctrine; the public, and 
especially public morals, can be greatly benefited by it. 
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IN HIs address at the unveiling of a bronze 
bust of James J. Hill on the grounds of the 
Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition on ‘Tues- 
day, Governor Johnson of Minnesota 
indulged in some remarks with reference to 
the eastern part of our country that call for 
a little calm consideration. It is time, he 
said, that the West was throwing off the 
shackles of the East. While he would 
preach no sectional division and no sectional 
strife, he telt constrained to say that Minnesota and Washington, the 
states between them, and those to the south, should arise in their 
nought and clam for themselves that fair share of influence in the 
halls of Congress, and in the administration of national affairs. to 
winch they are entitled by every law of common sense as well as of 
political economy.

It would be easy to 
ignore what he says completely. Yet none of these methods of deal- 
ing with the question that Governor Johnson has raised, namely, that 
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the manner in which consideration of certain eastern claims was 
forced on Congress during the progress of the tariff bill, and espeet- 
ally over the manner in which certain eastern interests were pressed 
forward while the tariff measure was in conference; and yet this 
iritation is due rather to Husapprehension than to tact—rather to 
the exultation with which certain alleged. tariff victories were 
received in the ast than to the value of those victories trom a 
popular point of view. .\ few days ago, for example, some pains 
were taken to make it appear that the tariff as tmally agreed upon 
was a New England victory, that everything New England had 
fought for was conceded, that New England tared better at the 
hands of the conference comiittee than any other part of the 
country. 

All this, of course, was well calculated to make the judicious 
erieve. liven if such assertions were well founded it was not the 
part of wisdom to exult over victories that meant defeats elsewhere. 
But, in reality, the so-called victories were very meager ones indeed. 

Governor Johnson makes the mistake of assuming that the 
people of the East have interests that are distinct from those of the 
people of the West. They have not. The so-called tariff victories 
were not victories won by the. New England public, for instance, but 
by certain interests in New .ngland. 
~ Some day when public interests shall predominate over all others 
it will be found that the people of the United States have interests 
in common, and that the legislation of wisdom will be that which 
affects the nation as a whole.

There 
is little danger that it will fail in the first or lead to any specthe 
harm in tbe second particular, for it differs only slightly trom the 
law it 1s intended to supersede. It is simply the Dingley law amended. 
Those who opposed the Dinglevy law will oppose the new law, 
whether it be distinguishect by the name of Payne, Aldrich or Taft. 

All the signs point to prosperity, and to prosperity of an 
unprecedented character. In times of great*prosperity many things 
requiring correction go uncorrected. The people who say that 
the present taritf law will be revised within a vear do not take into 
account the inportant tact- that popular opimon would not. so 
soon pernut a repetition of the disturbance to trade such as that 
experienced during the Jast five months, even though every schedule 
in the tariff law clamored loudly for correction in the interest of 
Justice. 

The tariff law, it is fair to presume, will not be revised while 
prosperous times shall last. even if there should be a change in 
the political complexion of Congress, and 1t is equally fair to pre- 
sume that the next revision will be carried on upon an entirely 
different plan from that followed in the present session. 

Though no tariff commission may be created in the meantime, 
the country will hold the House of Representatives to its duty, and 
that body, through its committee of ways and means, rather than 
the Senate, through its finance committee, will frame the next 
taritt bill.

One of the first discoveries he made was to 

Dry ind that the term is not pleasing to those 

engaged in agriculture of this~ character. 

“It frightens people off,” Said one of them, 

“and has cost us many valuable settlers. It 

should be called common-sense. farming, or 

sensible farming, or by any other form of 

expression that can be found to describe a faithful observance of the 

laws of nature which is necessary to cultiwate wet ground as well as 
dry ground.” 

Take it in western Nebraska. There the average of rainfall is 
seventeen inches, and 75 per cent of it comes in the growing season 
That is enough, according to the experienced dry farmer, to mature 
any crop if taken care of properly, and the best method is for a 
farmer to divide his land intoawo parts, cultivating the soil that he 
wants to plant thoroughly every year, but allowing one half to lie 
fallow every alternate year in order that the moisture of the two 
sC€asons lay accumulate. Deep plowing in the tall Creates a wate 
holding reservoir beneath the surface, and shallow plowing im the

spring prevents evaporation. ‘The soil should be covered by a pul 
verized dust to be kept loose by harrowing, and after the plants begin 
to show, the ground between the rows shoul De continually culty 
vated to keep down the weeds and to allow the moisture to reach 
the roots. 

Conditions change as one goes farther West and the country 
becomes more arid; but the main point is tor every farmer in the 
dry country to find out the conditions prevailing mi the territory in 
which he toils and to live in harmony with them According toa 
Dr. Hunt, with whom Mr. Curtis talked, manv of the settlers. in 
western Nebraska trv to cultivate farms thay ATC lon) large: still, for 
successful dry farming at least 320 acres are necessary, he said 

The land in western Nebraska, which is at present attractine 
mmigrants m great numbers, sells all the way from S10 to S45 re 
acre; and with reference to the immigrants, another Nebraskan said - 
“We expect to see many tatiures Loman who does not know how 
to farm is no more likely to succeed than if he went into anv other 
business that he is entirely ignorant of You cannot make it ton 
plain or too emphatic that dry farming ts a business that requires 
the highest degree of patience, labor, industry and intelligence, and 
it is a public duty to warn everybody who is not supplied with that 
sort of capital to go into some other business.”
